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Japanese Planes Rain Death On Canton 


CITY RUINED 


CANTON, China, May 28.—(UP) 
— Japanese 
airplanes 
subjected 
Canton 
to 
the 
most 
disastrous 
bombing in its history today dev- 
asting sections of this populous 
southern 
metropolis and 
causing 
incalculable damage. 
Early estimates 
indicated that 
civilian casualties were amazingly 
small, despite the terrific nature of 
the 
bombardment, 
because 
the 
alarm was sounded in time for the 
people to evacuate or seek shelter. 
4 Hours of Terror 
The big Japanese bombers circl­ 
ed over the city in two raids, drop­ 
ping tons of explosives during four 
hours of terror. 
The planes concentrated over the 
Wonghsa station area, near the 
International 
settlement, 
setting 
vast fires, including 500 drums of 
oil. 
Many bombs fell only a few 
hundred yards 
from 
the 
settle 
ment. 
One bomb at the intersection of 
Waioi and Waisun streets destroy 
ed several houses and shopu, kill­ 
ing three and injuring six. 
These 
were 
the 
only 
early 
confirmed 
casualties, although it was believ­ 
ed there were others. 
A direct hit was scored on the 
$700,000 Tungshan Memorial Hall, 
causing damage estimated at more 
than $10,000. 
The building, most 
beautiful in Canton, was unroofed, 
shattering the glass in the dome 
and ruining valuable art curtains 
and rugs. Back of the stage, the 
portrait of Sun Yat Sen remained 
hanging, undamaged. 


JAPANESE FLEE 
FROM KEY CITY 
PEIPING, 
May 
28.—(UP)—The 
Japanese have evacuated Lanfeng, 
key to the vital military line along 
the Lunghal railway, a Japanese 
military spokesman admitted to­ 
night.

An officer and three members of 
the crew of the North German 
Lloyd liner Bremen were jailed un­ 
der heavy borids as material w it­ 
nesses to German spy ring opera­ 
tions just before the ship sailed 
early today. J. Edgar Hoover, head 
of the Federal Bureau of Investiga 
tion, came here to take charge of 
the case. 
There were sudden, swift maneu­ 
vers by federal agents during the 
night in the espionage case that 
has been under investigation by a 
federal grand Jury for two weeks 
The Bremen was heavily guarded 
by FBI men until she sailed. 
Center of Quiz 
Much of the investigation cen 
ters about the Bremen. From her 
sister ship, the Europa, a woman 
hairdresser, Johanna Hofmann, was 
taken prisoner several weeks ago 
and charged with plotting with two 
American soldiers to steal and con­

today reminded the governments of 
Europe of their obligations to keep 
the peace under the Kellogg-Bri- 
and anti-w ar pact. 
Following a course similar to 
th at followed by this government 
of several previous occasions when 
international 
peace 
was 
th reat­ 
ened, Hull issued a statem ent re­ 
minding 
European 
nations 
that 
they have pledged their national 
honor to seek a pacific settlem ent 
of ail disputes. 
No Names Mentioned 
Although he did not specify Ger­ 
many and Czechoslovakia by name, 
he issued the statem ent the day 
before the second series of regional 
elections were to be held in Czecho­ 
slovakia amid explosive issues in­ 
volving the Sudeten Czech minor­ 
ities. 
Hull and his associates appar­ 
ently felt the situation in Europe 
wa* more critical today than a t any 
time during the past IO days. Last 
Saturday and Sunday when Europe 
apparently trembled on the preci­ 
pice of war, the state department 
maintained silence. 
Hull said no direct representa­ 
tions through diplomatic channels 
had been made thus far to remind 
Germany 
and 
Czechoslovakia 
of 
their Kellogg-Briand pact obliga­ 
tions.

RELIGIOUS HISTORY 


And Its 
MAKERS 


MARY BAKER EDDY (1821-1910) 
O 


UT^ANDING even in a period of oulslanding women, Mary Baker Eddy, Founder and Leader of the Christian 
Science movement, achieved recognition accorded only a few religious leaders during their lifetime. 
As a jxisses- 
sor of intellectual, moral and spiritual qualities which raised her far above her fellows, her name appears among the 
12 great women leaders of the past hundred years in a poll taken in 1932 by one of the nation’s leading magazines. 
Born near Concord, New Hampshire, she was the youngest of six children of Mark and Abigail Baker. 
Her parents were 
people of considerable local prominence as well as of deep spiritual and religious interests. 
From a very early age Mary’s 
striking character and endowments showed themselves. 
She was by nature a student acquiring knowledge with unusual fa­ 
cility and also exhibited exceptional interest in religious subjects. 


As a little girl she was considered 
delicate and it soon was found that the 
noise and confinement of the country 
school which she and her sisters attend­ 
ed was telling on her health. 
She was 
taken out of school and her education 
was continued at home until she was 15 
years old. An extensive reader of good 
literature she, even as a child, wrote ac­ 
ceptable poetry and prose. 
In discuss­ 
ing religious topics with her parents 
and ministers, she showed a compre­ 
hension which they regarded as remark­ 
able. 
One of her tutors predicted for 
her a great future and spoke of her as 
“an intellectual and spiritual genius’’. 


The beginning of Mrs. Eddy’s inter­ 
est in religious or spiritual healing can 
be traced to an incident which occurred 
when she was 12 years old. 
During a 
fever her mother prayed with her so 
constantly that, as Mrs. Eddy later re­ 
lated, “I prayed; and a soft glow of in­ 
effable joy came over me. 
The fever 
was gone and I rose and dressed myself, 
In a normal condition of health.” 
This 
incident, together with others of an ex- 
traorrlinarv nature, is believed to have 
contributed 
lo 
the observation 
and 
study which resulted ultimately in her 
discovery of Christian Science. 
In 1843 she married Major George 
W. Glover who died six months later. 
Her only child, George, was born after 
his father’s death and during the next 
nine years Mrs. Eddy lived with her 
father and sister occupying herself in 
caring for her child and in teaching in 


a private school. 
Her second marriage, 
to Dr. Daniel Patterson, proved ex­ 
tremely unfortunate and she obtained a 
divorce from him IO years later. 
In attempting to belter her own del­ 
icate health, Mrs. Eddy became inter­ 
ested in homeopathy to the extent of 
practicing it herself. 
In this connection 
she began lo notice the relation of the 
patient’s mind to his disease. 
Several 
limes the question “Is it the Mind which 
was in Christ Jesus which does the heal­ 
ing, or is the agent the human mind and 
human will?” aroused her interest. 
In 
making a thorough investigation of these 
matters she studied spiritualism and 
hypnotism which she in turn discarded 
as she began to see that the healing of 
disease was an essential and insepara­ 
ble element of Christianity. 


She 
regarded 
her 
discovery 
of 
Christian Science as resulting directly 
and immediately from an accident which 
occurred in 1866. While out one eve­ 
ning she fell on an icy street and was in­ 
jured severely. 
Canned to a nearby 
house, she was attended by a physician 
and cared for during the night. 
When 
her condition did not seem to improve 
she asked for her Bible, opened it to an 
account of Christian healing and exper­ 
ienced an immediate recovery. 
Con­ 
cerning the words which she had read 
Mrs. biddy said, “Their spiritual signifi­ 
cation appeared; and I apprehended for 
the first time, in their spiritual mean­ 
ing, Jesus’ teaching and demonstration, 
and the Principle and rule of spiritual 


Science and metaphysical healing— in 
a word, Christian Science.” 
Naturally she was the first practi­ 
tioner and teacher of her religion. 
As 
a practitioner, she demonstrated her re­ 
ligion by healings in many cases, until 
duties which could not be left to others 
required all of her time. 
As teacher, 
she taught students until she was ob­ 
liged to leave class teaching to students 
whom she selected for this work. 
Shortly before her marriage to Asa 
Eddy, who shared her enthusiasm in 
the movement, she founded an associa­ 
tion which she named The Christian 
Science Association. 
In 1892 she and a 
number of her followers organized The 
First Church of Christ, Scientist, in Bos­ 
ton and in the same year founded The 
Christian Science Publishing Society as 
an auxiliary of her church. 
Among her published writings on 
Christian Science, her principal work, 
the Christian Science text book “Science 
and Health With Key to the Scriptures ” 
was first published in 1875. 
Not only did this remarkable wom­ 
an propose and organize a system of 
religious philosophy which was at the 
time radically al variance with much of 
prevailing orthodox beliefs but in her 
87th year established the Christian Sci­ 
ence Monitor, a great daily newspaper 
of which Mrs. Eddy wrote: 
“The ob­ 
ject of the Monitor is to injure no man, 
but to bless all mankind.”

Money Invested to make and keep 
the people of this nation that kind 
of people Is therefore a good busi­ 
ness Investment. 
And if I were the same man 
thinking about 
inheritance 
taxes 
and what I could leave my children, 
I would say to myself that to leave 
them a living In a nation of strong 
and able men and women is to 
leave them a better heritage of se­ 
curity than a few thousand dol­ 
lars saved on an inheritance tax. 
Now, how should taxes be paid? 
Cites Poliey 
For a great many years, 
the 
nation as a whole has accepted the 
principle that taxes ought to be 
paid by individuals in accordance 
with their capacity to pay. 
To 
put it another way, it has meant 
a graduated tax on a man’s in­ 
crease in wealth. 
For instance, a 
poor man or poor family whose 
increase in wealth in a given year 
is below a certain figure pays no 
federal 
taxes 
at all; 
when the 
family gains more than $2600 in a 
year the family pays a small per­ 
centage of these gains. 
As the gains get still larger the 
percentage of the tax goes up so 
that when a family’s wealth in­ 
creases, 
to say 
$100,000 a 
year, 
they have to pay a third of it to 
the 
federal 
government. 
In the 
case of still 
richer people, they 
may have to pay more than half of 
their large incomes to the state 
and federal governments. 
Last week the Congress passed 
a new tax bill. 
It contained many 
tax 
administration, 
the 
elimina­ 
tion of a number of nuisance taxes 
on articles 
in common use, 
the 
lightening of the tax burden on the 
small 
corporation 
as 
I 
recom­ 
mended to the Congress last fall. 
I hope that these changes made 
by this tax bill may be helpful to 
business and that this relief may, 
in itself, be a factor in the revival 
of business enterprise. 
Tells Regrets 
But, on the other side of the 
ledger, I cannot help but regret 
that two very fundamental prin­ 
ciples 
of government must 
once 
more be called to the attention of 
the public. 
Both of them, stripped of every 
attem pt to confuse, are extrao rd i­ 
narily simple and can be under­ 
stood by every citizen. 
In 1936 many large corporations, 
especially 
those 
owned or con 
trolled by a comparatively small 
number of very rich stockholders 
were in the habit of failing to de­ 
clare dividends they 
had earned. 
Thus their stockholders were in a 
position to leave the profits their 
money had made in the controlled 
corporation—paying 
the 
govern­ 
ment on 
these 
profits 
only 
the 
normal corporation 
tax 
or 
from 
IO to 15 per cent. 
Thus, these 
stockholders avoided paying a per­ 
sonal income tax at a rate which 
in 
many 
cases 
would have 
in­ 
volved a tax payment of 60 per 
cent or even higher because the 
stockholders were in what is known 
as the upper brackets of the per­ 
sonal income tax. 
The treasury department found 
many instances of 
closely 
held 
corporations which, starting with 
the comparatively 
modest capital 
of 
several 
million 
dollars 
had, 
over a period of years grown into 
corporations 
worth 
several 
hun- 
derds of millions of dollars with­ 
out even declaring a dividend to 
their 
stockholders. 
This 
meant 
a definite, though of course strict­ 
ly legal, 
device 
by 
which 
these 
stockholders 
greatly 
increased 
their wealth year by year with­ 
out having to pay to the govern­ 
ment more 
than 
a 
normal cor­ 
poration tax, thus escaping very 
large 
sums 
of 
personal 
income 
tax 
pay m int s. 
The revenue act of 1936 sought 
ie end this serious Loophole. 
Wrong Methods 
In principle our objective 
was 
right but in practice the act as 
finally worked out in the Senate 
undoubtedly 
did 
prevent 
many 
small 
corporations 
from 
normal 
and 
reasonable 
business 
expan­ 
sion, 
from 
building up adequate 
surpluses, or from paying off old 
debts. 
The tax bill 
this year sought 
to get rid of these inequitable fea­ 
tures but to retain at the same 
time the principle of stopping tax 
avoidance. 
As finally passed, the 
bill retains that principle but the 
penalty for withholding dividends 
to stockholders is so small—only 
two and a half per cent at the 
most—that it is doubtful whether 
it 
wll 
wholly 
eliminate 
the 
old 
tax 
avoidance 
practices 
of 
the 
past. 
It is true that the bill seeks to 
strengthen 
the 
authority 
of 
the 
government to act agakist com­ 
panies which clearly seek to avoid 
surtaxes for their stockholders by 
failing 
to 
declare 
dividends 
out 
of their profits; and I hope that 
this new provision, together with 
the recent favorable decision of the 
Supreme Court in In te rp re ts the 
Prior law, will retard the revival 
of the old evil. 
It seems to me 
that it is the definite duty end 
interest of the public and of the 
legislative and executive branches 
of the government to watch very 
closely to see what happens during 
tho coining year. 
' Aids Vsry Wealthy 
We must always remember that 
this old method of greatly increas­ 
ing private fortunes through the 
withholding of corporate dividends 
was open and useful only to those 
citizens 
who already 
had 
weath 
large enough to control those large 
corporations—people 
whose 
per­ 
sonal 
income 
was 
already 
large 
enough to put them in the higher 
surtax brackets. 
Th* position of the administra­ 
tion 
is, 
therefore, 
this: 
We are delighted to remove any 
existing barriers against every lit­ 
tle business in the nation which 
is seeking to set itself squarely 
on its own feet; seeking to pay of 
its debts and seeking to make a 
reasonable profit; but the admin­ 
istration does 
not 
want 
large 
closely held 
corporations 
making 
lsrge profits to be used as a ve­ 
hicle by the small number of their 
owners In order to avoid legitimte 
Income taxes. 
For a number of years it has been 


recognized 
that 
this 
progressive 
taxation 
of 
wealth 
realistically 
should apply not only to salaries 
and dividends and bond coupons 
but also to other forms of wealth 
such as increase in one’s capital by 
selfing any form of property at a 
profit. 
This new bill wholly eliminates 
the progressive tax principle with 
respect to these capital 
profits: 
It taxes small capital profits and 
large capital profits at exactly the 
same rate. 
In other words, if you or I sell 
stocks, which we have held for a 
few years, at a profit ,f, let us say. 
$6000, we have to pay a tax of 15 
per cent on that profit; whereas, 
the man who has made a profit of 
$600,000 on stocks he has owned is 
required, under tn'.s new bill, to pay 
a tax of only 16 per cent, Just as 
you and I would. 
Nobody, by any 
stretch of the imagination, can say 
that this new provision maintains 
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the principle of payment in pro-1 
portion to ability to pay. 
But this school of thought finds 
it difficult to answer the fact that 
almost al!—about SO per cjnt of all 
capital gains reported—are profits 
made in the stock market—profits 
made not by developing new com­ 
panies but by buying stocks of old 
companies low and selling them 
high, or by the still possible method 
of 
selling 
stocks 
short—selling 
stocks you do not own—and then 
buying them in at a lower price. 
The abandonment of the prin­ 
ciple of progressive tax payments 
in accordance with capacity to pay 
may encourage a small amount of 
capital to go into new productive 
enterprises but, ctyefly, it will help 
those who make large profits in 
buying and selling existing stocks. 
New productive enterprise is not 
created by the buying of stocks of 
established companies when they 
ars low and selling them when they 


ars high. 
I should Ilks to see a 
reviRion of our tax 
laws which 
would 
really encourage n-w en­ 
terprise and new Investment and 
the undertaking by private capital 
of projects like this that the gov­ 
ernment has undertaken here at 
Arthurdale. 
But there is no as­ 
surance that untaxed savings will 
go Into such new investments or 
new 
enterprise. 
They 
may 
be 
hoarded or lost in the inflation or 
deflation that occurs in the shuff­ 
ling about of existing investments. 
We 
should 
adopt 
tax 
policies 
which will encourage men to ven­ 
ture and to build new productive 
wealth. 
Unless something is added 
to the combined wealth of the na­ 
tion, one mun’s capital gain may 
be nothing than another man’s cap­ 
ital loss. 
Ospleoea System 
Soma people who have favored 
this abandonment of principle have 
Justified 
their 
position 
on 
the 


ground that one has to abandon 
principles 
once 
in 
awhile 
when 
there is an emergency and that the 
abandonment 
of 
this 
particular 
principle will encourage many rich 
men to take a risk with their cap­ 
ital and invest it in new enter­ 
prises. 
It will be noted that in this an­ 
alysis of this abandonment of prin­ 
ciple, I have attacked no person. 
I have merely called th* attention 
of the country to cert In clear-cut 
inescapable facts—and especially to 
the fact that this tax bill which in 
many respects is a good one, actu­ 
ally abandons the accepted prin­ 
ciple. of progressive taxation at a 
point which is very important In 
our economic life. 
Here again is an example of a 
provision 
of law which actually, 
and in plain English, gives an in­ 
finitely greater tax concession to 
the man who makes a very great 
profit than to the man who makes 


a comparatively small profit. 
It I 
helps the very few, therefore, ati 
the 
expense 
of 
the 
many. 
To! 
carry on government a total sum' 
has to be 
raised. 
If the 
many 
who make small capital gains have 
to pay the same rate as the few! 
who make large capital gains, it 
means that the tax rate for the 
little fellow must be higher thin 
if we had stuck to the accepted 
principle of a graduated tax. 
In accordance with recommenda­ 
tions 
made during 
several 
past 
years, I hope that the Congress 
will undertake a broader program 
of improving the federal tax sys­ 
tem as a whole In the light of 
accepted principles of fairness In 
American 
taxation 
and 
of 
the 
necessary 
incentives in 
our eco­ 
nomic life. 
You will 
see 
the 
difficulty 
In 
which 
your 
President 
has 
bt-cn! 
placed. 
This tax hill contains fed-! 
tures that ought to become law, 


but 
it contains

ON MEMORIAL DAY 


One need not be a militarist to feel that 
Memorial Day is one of the most deeply 
significant of all our holidays. 
For Memorial Day, although it calls in 
review all of our wars and brings up again 
the record of our armies, is no glorification 
of war and the spirit of war. 
It does not 
bring with it a celebration of “glorious 
victories,” or seek to build up a spirit of 
martial patriotism. 
Rather it is a day devoted to the soldier 
—the citizen soldier who has fought all of 
America’s wars. Ifs flags are half-masted 
and its drums are muffled. 
Fundamentally 
it is simply an expression of the nation’s 
regret that so many men have been killed. 
It is very easy to forget what the word 
“soldier” means, as we use it in this country. 
The word does not carry the connotations 
it carries in other lands. It does not call up 
any picture of drilled automatons, of a proud 
officer caste, of a cult of glory, or of daunt­ 
less professional soldiers going out to prove 
their mettle. 
For those things are absent from our 
military tradition. In their place we simply 
have the ordinary citizen—a young man 
from the farm, the shop, the school or the 
office, going off to a training camp because 
his country has asked him to, coping in in­ 
expert fashion with the intricacies of mili­ 
tary drill, getting herded at last to the bat­ 
tlefield and there doing his level best to give 
a decent account of himself. 
And on Memorial Day, when we celebrate 
the American soldier’s record, we are not 
concerned with the great deeds he did and 
the great victories he won; it is the fact 
that he went where his country asked him 
to go, and suffered what his country’s need 
required him to suffer, that is important. 
Memorial Day brings no pride of conquest 
of himself, his ability to beat down fears 
and the thought of self, and go out to pay 
the final price on the field of battle. 
We can hate war, hate its trumped-up 
glory and its eternal cruelty and injustice, 
and still give ourselves wholeheartedly to 
observance of this holiday which was born 
of many wars. 
Indeed, a true observance 
of the day would make us hate war all the 
more: for it is the sacrifice that we remem­ 
ber, the loss of the thousands of young men 
who were called on to die in order that their 
country might live. 
Some day. people will be intelligent enough 
to conduct their affairs so that wars are not 
necessary. Can we give any thought to the 
innumerable graves that are to be decorated 
Monday without praying that that day may 
come quickly?

The President has sought to reas­ 
sure those who are gravely disturbed 
over the ominous possibilities that in­ 
here in a huge program of govern­ 
ment spending 
by 
expressing 
the conviction 
that the spend­ 
ing will soon be 
checked. The 
priming of the 
pump, he be­ 
lieves, will lead 
to business re­ 
covery, and to 
such a large in­ 
crease in 
the 
national income 
that it will not 
be necessary to 
continue lavish 
spending. In his 
own words, “as 
citizen income rises, let us not forget 
that Government expenditures will go 
down.” 
Unfortunately, there is no evidence 
whatever that this is true; on the con­ 
trary, there is ample reason to b e lie r 
that 
it is untrue. 
Let’s look at the 
record. In 
1932, before Roosevelt be­ 
came President, the national income 
(citizen income, the President calls it) 
was estimated at less than forty bil­ 
lion dollars. This was only about half 
the national income In 1929, but 1929 
was the last year of the boom, 
whereas 1932 was the worst year of 
the depression. In every year after 
1932 the national income increased, 
and by 1937 it had reached sixty-nine 
billion dollars, or seventy per cent 
greater than in 1932. 
What happened to government ex­ 
penditures during the same period? 
As citizen Income rose, did Govern­ 
ment spending go down? Quite the 
contrary; the expenditures of the fed­ 
eral government in 1937 were seventy 
per cent greater than in 1932, or al­ 
most exactly the same percentage by 
which citizen income increased. As a 
matter of fact, the expenditures in­ 
creased every year between 1932 and 
1937, with only one exception. 


What must we conclude, then, when 
the President assures us that “as citi­ 
zen income rises. Government ex­ 
penditures will go down?” That the 
President is unaware of the fact that 
federal expenditures increased dur­ 
ing the last pump-priming experi­ 
ment? Or that he is guilty of “wishful 
thinking"; that he thinks the results 
will be different this time? And if this 
be the explanation, what justification 
is there for belief that the results 
will be any different? 
Though citizen income Increased 
greatly during 1933-1937, and taxes 
did also, the receipts from taxes did 
not keep pace with the increase In 
expenditures. As a result, the na­ 
tional debt increased rapidly; in fact. 
it rose by fourteen billion dollars in 
four years, the most rapid increase 
in the Federal debt at any time in our 
history, with the single exception of 
the war years. 
Government 
expenditures 
have 
reached a level so high that the budget 
was not balanced in 1937. even though 
Treasury revenues were near an all- 
time peak. With revenues now falling 
off. due to the depression, there will be 
another large deficit in 1938 And lf 
another pump-priming experiment is 
undertaken, one shudders to think 
what the deficit will be in 1939, by 
which year, so the President assured 
us in his Bonneville speech last fall, 
the budget would be “definitely bal­ 
anced." 
The President criticized Mr. Hoover 
because under his administration a 
deficit of more than four billion dol­ 
lars was incurred during the three 
depression years ending June 30, 
1933. “Too often in recent history." 
said 
President Roosevelt, “liberal 
governments have been wrecked on 
rocks of loose fiscal policy. We must 
avoid this danger.” Instead of avoid­ 
ing it, however, he has accumulated 
deficits beside which President Hoov­ 
er’s deficits look small indeed, and he 
now calmly proposes to embark on 
a new spending campaign that will 
result in even larger deficits.

ROOSEVELT'S UNDEMOCRATIC TAX THEORIES 


Roosevelt perm itted the tax bill to become a law 
w ithout hts signature. 
In his speech, he contends 
th at he did not sign the bill because he believe* 
those who sell capital items and make a small profit 
should not pay as high a tax rate as those who 
make very large profits. 
He also is opposed to the closely held corporations 
being perm itted to retain their earnings and, thus, 
the owners of the stock avoid paying tax on their 
equity of the earnings of the corporation. 
The bill brings up the question of whether or 
not democracy means w hat the forefathers Intended 
it to m ean; namely, equal laws for all its citizens, 
no 
class legislation, no discrim ination; the poor 
and the rich to be treated alike. 
Of course, monarchies, dictators and despots do 
not believe in a uniform rule for all iBubjects. They 
discrim inate as they see fit. 
But the very founda- 
tlon of practical democracy is protecting the minor­ 
ities, as well as the m ajorities and any law that 
discrim inates against any class is certainly th* 
very antithesis of true democracy. 
E ither democ­ 
racy m eans universal rule to all people, or it mean* 
nothing. 
Of course, there is unfairness in the new tax 
law th a t taxes a man who earns a large salary a t a 
higher rate than the man who earns big profits in 
a corporation and does not distribute them, as th* 
new law does. 
But the whole principle of taxing 
people in proportion to ability to pay is artificial, 
despotic and undemocratic. 
There is no man living 
who can w rite a consistent, fair, honest tax law 
th at will add to the general welfare and prosperity 
of the people on the ability to pay theory. 
If the 
ability to pay theory Is sound, then by all means, 
the U ndistributed Profits tax is sound because it 
compels people to pay on the ability to pay theory. 
But as this principle is carried into actual operation, 
even the American Federation of Labor begins to 
recognize th at confiscation of profits kills jobs and* 
lowers wages. 
But the ability to pay theory is popular with the 
crowd. 
They believe there Is plenty for everybody 
and all they have to do is to take It from one and 
give it to another. 
They do not realize that when 
they take it from one, who is using it to rapidly add to 
the tools of the world, they are lowering the real 
wages of all workers. 
And the principle is not sound unless it can be 
j carried to extreme and works under extreme con­ 
ditions. 
The way to test any theory is to ex­ 
aggerate it and see if it is sound, lf it is not sound 
in the exaggerated state, it is not sound in the 
sm allest degree. 
We have had 25 years of this theory of ability 
to pay and never in the history of the United States 
have we had such a depression and such a decline 
in the morals and self-respect of its citizens.
